WASHINGTON,  Not.  11.— The  world  war  will  end  this 
morning  at  6  o'clock,  Washington  time,  11  o'clock  Paria  time 
(3  a.m.  Victoria  time).  The  armistice  waa  signed  by  the  Ger- 
man representatives  at  midnight.  This  announcement  was 
mads)  verbally  by  an  official  of  the  State  Department  at  2:50 
a.m.  in  this  form: 

"The  armistice  has  been  signed.  It  was  signed  at  5  o'clock 
a.m.  Paris  time,  and  hostilities  will  cease  at  11  o'clock  this 
morning,  Paris  time."  , 

There  was  no  information  as  to  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  armistice  was  signed,  but  since  the  German  courier 
did  hot  reach  German  military  headquarters  until  10  o'clock 
yesterday  morning,  French  time,  it  was  generally  assumed 
here  that  the  German  envoys  within  the  French  lines  had  been 
Instructed  by  wireless  to  sign  the  terms. 

BERLIN'S  DECISION 

Forty-seven  hours  had  been  required  for  the  courier  to 
-each  German  headquarters  and  unquestionably  several  hours 
were  necessary  for  the  examination  of  the  terms  and  a  decision. 
It  was  regarded  as  possible,  however,  that  the  decision  may 
have  been  made  at  Berlin  and  instructions  transmitted  from 
tare  by  the  new  German  Government. 

Germany  had  been  given  until  11  o'clock  this  morning, 
French  time,  6  o'clock  Washington  time,  to  accept.  Hostilities 
will  end  at  the  hour  set  by  Marshal  Foch  for  a  decision  by  Ger- 
many for  peace  or  for  continuation  of  the  war. 

The  momentous  news  that  the  armistice  had  been  signed 
was  telephoned  to  the  Wnite  House  for  transmission  to  the 
President  a  few  minutes  before  it  was  given  to  the  newspaper 
correspondents.

LONDON,  Nov.  10. — The  British, 
have  crossed  the  Franco-Belgton 
frontier  south  of  the  8s.rn.bre  river, 
Field-Marshal  Hal?  reports  from 
headquarters  tonight.

Germany's  New  Adventure 

Little  to  known  of  the  situation  to- 
day  in  Germany,  for  that  country  to 
in  the  first  days  of  its  new  adven- 
ture. It  to  not  clear  whether  the  old 
reglma  has  boon  permanently  dls- 
:odged  or  whether  the  new  authori- 
ses, with  the  unscrupulous  adroitness 
which  has  long  marked  Gorman  poll- 
'ics,  are  merely  sacrificing  the  chief 
Mjfureheads  of  Kaiserism  in  the  hope 
of  obtaining  an  easy  peace.  It  ap- 
pear* probable  that  no  one  in  Ger- 
many* knows,  and  that  It  is  still  to  be 
determined  which  of  the  contending 
elements  will  gain  the  upper  hand. 

Revolution  to  spreading  rapidly, 
ind  from  the  fact  that  a  Socialist  is 
now  Chancellor,  it  may  be  gathered 
that  the  object  of  the  revolution  to 
not  merely  the  quick  ending  of  the 
war  but  the  complete  severance  of 
the  political  ties  which  still  bind  the 
nation  with  the  past. 

Allies*  Problem 
As  for  the  Allies,  the  problem  has 
chanted.  The  countries  which  fought 
Germany  and  her  vassals  for  more 
than  four  years  have  emerged  from  It 
completely  triumphant,  but  within 
the  borders  of  the  countries  which 
disrupted  the  peace  of  the  world 
stalk  revolution,  famine  and  anar- 
shy.  The  world's  next  task  may  be 
to  restore  to  order  the  desolated  Cen- 
tral Europe.  It  may  be  the  task  of 
the  forces  who  have  successfully  con- 
tested Germany's  greed  for  power  to 
save  her  from  the  fate  that  was  Im- 
posed on  Russia.  Likewise  help  will 
have  to  be  given  to  Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria  and  Turkey  whose  ruin 
Germany  wrought. 

Terrorist  Policy 
The  collapse   of     Germany     brings 
the  eclipse  of  tee  German  idea  of  the 
state,  aa  opposed   to  the   doctrine   of 
individual  rights,  to  which  the  nation 
clung,  with  hardly  a  dissenting  voice 
until  recently.     Under     this     regime 
there    was    developed    a    nation    ,  of 
which   militarism   was   the     embodi- 
ment, which  murdered  and  plunder- 
ed, was  heedless  of  the  rights  of  the 
individual     and     made     terrorism     a 
matter  of  studied  policy.

Government  Will  Try  to  Con- 
solidate Liberty  Which  Ger- 
man People  Have  Won, 


BERNE,  Nov.  10. — In  his  address 
to  the  people,  the  new  German  Chan- 
cellor,   Friederich    Ebert  says: 

"Citizens:  The  ex-Chancellor  Prince 
Maximilian  of  Baden,  in  agreement 
with  all  the  secretaries  of  state,  has 
handed  over  to  me  the  task  of  liquid- 
ating his  affairs  as  Chancellor.  I  am 
on  the  point  of  forming  a  new  gov- 
ernment In  accordance  with  the  var- 
ious parties  and  will  keep  public 
opinion  freely  informed  of  the  course 
of  events. 

"The  new  government  will  be  a 
government  of  the  people,  it  must 
make  every  effort  to  secure  in  the 
quickest  manner  possible  peace  for 
the  German  people  and  consolidate 
the  liberty  which  they  have  won. 

"Tho  new  government  has  taken 
charge  of  the  administration  to  pre- 
serve the  German  people  from  civil 
war  and  famine,  and  to  accomplish 
this  legitimate  claim  of  autonomy. 

"The  government  can     solve     this 
problem   only  iy  all  the  officials     in 
town  and  country  will  help. 
DirScult  Task 

"I  know  It  will  be  difficult  for  some 
to  work  with  the  new  men  who  have 
taken  charge  of  the  empire,  but  I  ap- 
peal to  their  love  of  the  people.  Lack 
of  organisation  would,  In  this  heavy 
time,  mean  anarchy  in  Germany  and 
the  surrender  of  the  country  to  tre- 
mendous misery.  Therefore  help  your 
native  country  with  fearless.  Indefa- 
tigable work  for  the  future.  Every 
one  at  his  post! 

"I  demand  every  one's  support  In 
the  hard  task  awaiting  us.  You  know 
how  seriously  the  war  has  menaced 
the  provisioning  of  the  people,  which 
is  the  first  condition  of  the  people's 
existence.  The  political  transforma- 
tion should  not  trouble  the  people, 
the  food  supply  to  the  first  duty  of 
all,  whether  In  town  or  country,  and 
they  should  not  embarrrass,  hut 
rather  aid  to  produce  food  supplies 
and  the  transport  to  the  towns. 

"Pood  shortage  signifies  pillage  and 
robbery,  with  great  misery.  The  poor- 
est will  suffer  the  moot  and  the  In- 
dustrial worker  will  be  affected  hard- 
est. All  who  illicitly  lay  hands  on 
food  supplies  or  other  supplies  of 
prim©  necessity,  or  the  means  of 
transport  necessary  for  their  distri- 
bution, will  be  guilty  to  the  highest 
degree  toward  the  community.

Federal  Civil  Servants  Dissat- 
isfied Wtih  Government  Ac- 
tion Want  Impartial  Inquiry 
Into  Grievances. 


OTTAWA.  Nov.  10. — The  following 
staetment  signed  by  Frank  Grierson, 
president,  and  L.  D.  Burling,  secre- 
tary, wan  issued  on  Sunday  evening 
by  the  executive  of  the  civil  service 
federation  In  Canada: 

"The  executive  of  the  Civil  Service 
Federation  of  Canada  has  given  seri- 
ous consideration  to  the  order-in- 
council  which  has  been  passed  in 
answer  to  their  meorial.  Since  this 
order  Ignores  the  all-important  re- 
quest for  a  minister  of  personnel, 
falls  to  equalize  salaries  east,  and 
west,  and  not  only  cuts  the  9360 
bonus  for  all  in  two,  but  grants 
even  that  small  sum  under  a  scheme 
which  Is  open  to  delay,  varying  inter- 
pretation and  other  objections,  the 
executive  feels  that  civil  servants 
must  have  some  court  of  appeal  for 
the  solution  of  thes  differences. 

"In  similar  situations,  the  Govern- 
ment has  helped  to  form  boards  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation,  and  the 
executive  feels- that  the  present  emer- 
gency is  one  demanding  similar  ac- 
tion. They  have,  therfore,  forward- 
ed to  each  of  the  more  than  100  as- 
sociations of  civil  servants,  who  are 
affiliated  with  the  parent  body,  a 
request  for  the  opinion  of  these  as- 
sociations, with  regard  to  a  board  of 
arbitration  and  conciliation. 

"When  the  answers  to  these  re- 
quests have  been  received  the  Gov- 
ernment Will  be  informd  with  regard 
to  the   decisions   of   its  employees." 

Th  executive  also  announces  the 
calling  of  the  next  regular  convention 
of  the  civil  service  federation  of  Can- 
ada at  a  date  soon  to  be  determined. 
This  convention  will  deal  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction  and 
other  issues  of  importance  to  civil 
servants,  not  only  as  employees  of  the 
Government,    but    also    as   citizens.

American  Steamer  Meets  Dis- 
aster Off  Coast  of  Maryland

Nov.  9.— Tho 
American  steamer  Saetla,  bound  from 
a  French  port  to  Philadelphia,  struck 
a  mine  25  miles  off  the  Maryland  coast 
this  morning  and  sank  20  minutes 
later.  f 

Nineteen  members  of  the  crew  are 
missing,  forty-seven  having  been 
landed  here  this  afternoon  and  eight- 
een more  having  been  taken  on*  a  raft 
at  9  o'clock  tonight   by  a  patrol   boat. 

The  chief  engkeeer  was  the  only  one 
of  the  rescued  party  who  w«.s  Injured 
His  leg  was  crushed  between  two 
lifeboats  in  the  heavy  sea  that  has 
been  running  today.  One  of  the  pat- 
rol boats  capsized  In  the  sea,  but  its 
occupants  were   rescued. 

Destroyers  and  coastguard  boats 
are  searching  the  vicinity  for  traces 
of  rafts  which  may  be  afloat  with  the 
rest  of  the  crew,  although  it  is  feared 
that  the  men  on  duty  in  the  Saetla's 
engine  room  were  killed  by  one  of  tho 
explosions. 

SYRIANS  OBJECT  TO 
ZIONIST  GOVERNMENT 

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  9.— Resolutions 
protesting  against  the  movement  to 
establish  a  Zionist  government  in 
Palestine  as  being  a  "usurpation  of 
tho  homes  and  property  of  a  weak- 
ened, impoverished  people  by  a  raco 
rendered  rich  and  powerful  through 
contact  with.  Western  civilization" 
were  adopted  last  night  by  500  mem- 
bers of  the  Hamallah  Young  Men's 
Society  of  New  York  State,  one  of  the 
strongest  Syrian  organizations  In  this 
country.  The  resolution,  declaring 
"that  no  people  should  be  governed 
against  their  conscience,"  said  that 
Palestine  Is  held  sacred  by  the 
world's  three  greatest  religions,  and 
to  give  precedence  to  one  would 
prove  disastrous. 

The  resolution  protested  against 
"the  formation  of  any  government 
based  upon  religious  principles,"  and 
against  "importation  of  Zionists  to 
Palestine  and  forcing  its  rightful  In- 
habitants to  emigrate." 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  pre- 
sent the  resolution  to  the  proper  au- 
thorities   In    Washington. 

ALLIES  HAVE  CLAIMS 

ON  GERMAN  SHIPS 

LONDON,  Nov.  9.-— Sir  Laming 
Worthington  Evans,  Minister  of 
Blockade,  announced  today  that  re- 
minders had  been  sent  to  the  Govern- 
ments of  neutral  countries  that  the 
British  Government  always  had  de- 
clined to  recognise  any  transfers  of 
enemy  tonnage  made  during  the  war, 
and  that  the  noutrai  Governments 
had  been  warned  that  His  Majesty's 
Government  would  refuse  to  recog- 
nise, either  during  or  after  the  war, 
any  stteh  transfer  to  neutral  flag  or 
ownership  made  before  the  final  con- 
clusion of  peace,  except  by  special 
consent. 

Tho  British  Government,  the  minis- 
ter said,  holds  that  tbe  Allies  have  a 
claim  against  tho  shipping  of  the 
Central  Powers  In  view  Of  their  ma- 
rine campaign,  and  they  do  not  in- 
tend to  allow  their  claim  to  be  de- 
feated or  prejudiced  by  any  such 
transfer.

Nov.  10.— A  German 
People's  Government  has  boon  Insti- 
tuted in  the  greater  part  of  Berlin. 
The  garrison  has  gone  over  to  tho 
Government. 

The  Workmen's  and  Soldiers' 
Council  has  declared  a  general  strike. 
Troops  and  machine  guns  have-  been 
placed  at  the  dlsposaf  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  Social-Democratic  Party  to 
working  for  maintenance  of  order. 
The  guards  which  had  been  station- 
ed at  the  public  offices  and  other 
buildings  have  been  withdrawn. 

Friederich  Ebert,  vice-president  of 
the  Social-Democratic  Party,  is  carry- 
ing on  the  Chancellorship. 

The  text  of  the  statement  issued 
by  the  People's  Government  reads: 

"In  the  course  of  the  forenoon  on 
Saturday  the  formation  of  a  new 
German  people's  government  was  in- 
itiated. The  greater  part  of  the  Ber- 
lin garrison  and  other  troops  station- 
ed there  temporarily  want  over  to 
the  new  government. 

"The  leaders  of  the  deputations  of 
the  Social-Democratic  party  declared 
that  they  would  not  shoot  against  the 
people.  They  said  they  would,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  people's  govern- 
ment, intercede  in  favor  of  the  main- 
tenance of  order.  Thereupon  in  the 
offices  and'  public  buildings,  the 
guards  which  had  been  stationed 
there  were  withdrawn. 

"The  business  of  the  Imperial 
Chancellor  is  being  carried  on  by  the 
Social-Democratic   Deputy   Ebert. 

"It  is  presumed  that  apart  from 
the  representatives  of  the  recent  ma- 
jority group,  three  Independent  So- 
cial-Democrats will  enter  the  future 
government."

Incidents  or  Revolution        \ 

BERLIN,  Nov.  10. — With  regard  to 
incidents  of  November  »  in  Berlin 
the  semi-official  telegraph  bureau 
working  under  tho  control  of  the 
Workmen's  and  Soldiers'  Council,  is- 
sued tho  following  report: 

"This  morning  at  0  o'clock  the 
workers  of  tho  greatest  Industrial  un- 
dertakings commenced  a  general 
strike. 

"Processions  hastened  from  all  th»> 
suburbs  to  the  centre  of  the  city.  Red 
flags  were  carried  at  the  head  of  the 
processions,  in  which  marched  armed 
soldiers  and   all   classes. 

"The  first  procession  arrived  from 
the  Ackerstrasse  and  Brunnestrasse. 
As  a  preliminary  the  soldiers  were 
urged  to  remove  their  cockades  and 
epaulettes.  In  the  majority  of  oases 
this  took  place  voluntarily. 

"There  was  a  general  fraternizing 
of  soldiers  and  workmen.  The  work- 
men penetrated  the  barracks,  where 
they  received  an  enthusiastic  recep- 
tion from  the  soldiers. 

"The  military  occupants  of  factor- 
ies mingled  with  the  workers,  left  the 
works  and  treated  with  them  in  com- 
mon. 

"So  far  as  known  the  only  clash 
between  the  masses  and  armed  forces 
took  place  on  the  occupation  of  one 
of  the  barracks.  In  that  was  a  guard 
of  fusiliers,  but  only  two  officers  fired. 
Three  persons  were  killed  and  one 
was  injured.     This  is  to  be  regretted. 

"The  taking  possession  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  public  buildings  and  estab- 
lishments was  completed  without  dif- 
ficulty once  it  was  clear  that  tho 
military  had  gone  over  to  the  people." 


WAR  CABINET 

IS  IN  SESSION 


LONDON,  Nov.  10.— The 
War  Cabinet  sat  late  tonight, 
Premier  Lloyd  George  having 
returned  purposely  from  the 
country.  Arthur  J.  Balfour,  the 
Foreign  Minister,  had  an  aud- 
ience today  with  the  King,  who, 
on  account  of  the  armistice  sit- 
uation, has  postponed  his  pro- 
jected tour  of  the  Provinces. 


LABOR'S  STAND 
IS  NOT  CHANGED 


President  Gompers  Reiterates 
Its  Determination  to  See  End 
of  Prussian  Militarism — His 
Mission  to  Europe, 


Failed  to  Reach  Headquarters 
Until  Yesterday  Morning 
Owing  to  Fire  of  German 
Batteries, 


CHICAGO,  Nov.  9.— "We  have 
come  back  to  our  country  more  thor- 
oughly convinced  that  our  people  and 
our  Government  stand  out  as  a  won- 
derful object  lesson  to  the  peoples  of 
the  world,"  declared  Samuel  Gom- 
pers tonight  In  "his  report  to  the 
American  people,"  on  the  work  of 
the   labor   mission   to    Europe. 

Speaking  at  a  huge  mass  meeting, 
the  president  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  reiterated  that 
American  labor  stands  pledged  to  the 
last  man,  to  the  last  drop  of  blood, 
to  defeat  Prussian  militarism,  and 
amid  .  applauso  declared  that  In 
Europe  the  spark  of  freedom  had 
burst  into  a  flume  that  has  sounded 
the  death  knell  of  kings  and  au- 
tocracy   throughout    the    world. 

After  referring  to  the  declaration 
adopted  by  American  labor  at  Wash- 
ington in  March,  1917,  "insisting  on 
conditions  of  labor  and  freedom  dur- 
ing any  War,"  and  pledging  support  to 
the  Government,  Mr.  Gompers  said:   ■ 

"I  merely  wish  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  at  the  Lon- 
don Labor  Inter-Allied  Conference  of 
September  the  American  mission 
proposed  and  the  conference  adopted 
the  declaration,  not  In  the  same 
words,  but  In  the  same  sense  aa 
adopted  by  American  labor  more 
than  a  year  and  a  half  ago." 

Mr.  Gompers  sharply  criticized 
what  he  characterised  as  the  pro- 
German  and  Bolshevikl  press  of  the 
Allied  countries,  declaring  that  every 
effort  of  the  sMsslon  was  the  target 
of  these  propsjkndtsts. 

"In  Italy,  for  'Instance,  this  press 
published  us  as  frauds  and  not  rep- 
resentatives of  American  labor.  We 
replied  that  we  represented  4,000,000 
working  people,  and  The  Avante  lit- 
erally translated  Into  English.  the 
advanced  Bolshevikl  organ,  pretend- 
ing to  be  an  official  Socialist  paper, 
said:  'Well,  Mr.  Gompers  may  rep- 
resent 4,000,000  workers,  but  he  rep- 
resents more  millions  of -dollars.' 

"To  which  I  replied:  'If  I  represent 
dollars  no  one  has  yet  accused  mo  of 
having  received   German  dollars.'  " 

Mr.  Gompers  left  today  for  Laredo, 
Texas,  where  he  will  preside  at  * 
Pan-American  Labor  Conference  to 
begin   November    1*. 

GORKY  GETS  WORK 

FKOM  BOLSHEVIKI 

AMSTERDAM.  Now.  • — News  from 
Moscow  that  Maxim  Gorky,  who  was 
until  recently  understood  to  bo  hos- 
tile to  the  Soviet  Government,  has 
become  converted  to  Bolshevism.  Ho 
baa  accepted  from  Lanaaharaky.  "the 
people's  commissary  for  public  en- 
lightenment." a  commission  to  edit 
an  anthology  of  the  literature  of  all 
nations  of  tho  ISth  and  19th  cen- 
turies,  In  2,000   volumes* 

Gorky's  wife,  th*  actress  Andreyev* 
na,  has  been  given  the  management 
of  the  Bolshevist,  "People's  Theatre" 
at  Petrograd. 


LONDON,  Nov.  10.— (British  Wire 
less  Service) — The  German  courloi 
bearing  the  text  of  the  armistice  con 
dltions  arrived  at  German  headquar- 
ters at  10  o'clock  this  morning,  ac- 
cording to  the  official  announcement 
from  Paris.  The  courier,  Captain 
Heldorff,  was  long  delayed  while  the 
German  batteries  persisted  in  bomb- 
ing the  route  he  had  to  follow.  On 
Saturday  morning  the  German  dele- 
gates suggested  that  the  courier's 
mission  might  be  attempted  by  air- 
plane. The  French  High  Command 
saw  no  objection  to  this  and  offered 
to  furnish  a  machine  on  condition 
that  the  German  High  Command 
pledge  itself  that  the  airplane  would 
not  be  shot  at.  A  radio  message  wan 
sent  to  German  headquarters  which 
was  replied  to  without  delay  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Grant  passage  to  the  French  air- 
plane bringing  our  courier.  We  arc 
issuing  orders  that  it  shall  not  be  at- 
tacked by  any  of  our  machines.  For 
the  purpose  of  recognition,  It  shall 
carry  two  white  flags,  very  clearly 
marked." 

The  orders  from  the  German  head- 
quarters' staff  were  inoperative  as 
regards  the  land  batteries,  for  on  La 
Capelle  road,  the  enemy  Are,  despite 
request  to  desist,  went  on  without  In- 
terruption. A  French  airplane,  pilot- 
ed by  an  officer  of  the  French  air 
service,  was  soon  available  and  the 
pilot  was  ordered  to  hold  himself  In 
readiness  to  start  on  his  Journey. 
About  that  time  a  message  came  from 
general  headquarters  announcing  that 
orders  for  the  cessation  of  fire  had 
been  given  to  the  batteries  directed 
against  La  Capelle  road  and  that 
Captain  Heldorff  was  at  liberty  to 
start  by  automobile.  Almost  immed- 
iately the  German  fire  eeased  and 
the  courier  set  out  on  the  road  for 
Spa  at  3:20  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

German  headquarters  was  notlfleu 
of  his  departure  and  Informed  that 
he  might  be  expected  te  arrive  Ir. 
the  evening.  But  the  road  was  long 
and  hard  and  many  delays  occurred.
